before I was born (1804), and contin- 
ued to do so as long as he lived, or un- 
til 1836, some thirty years afterwards. 
During that time he kept a regular 
account, name and date of all the per- 
sons he vaccinated, (over a thousand) 
and I often heard him say, that of all 
the cases recorded, not one had taken 
the genuine small-pox, but that some 
few cases, towards the end of his life, 
had taken the varioloid, which sel- 
dom left any pits or scars, 

He was exceedingly careful not to 
vaccinate any one who had the least 
eruption on their body or disease of 
any kind, and only used matter that 
was freshly taken from the arms of 
children that he knew were healthy, 
and free from hereditary taints. I 
have practiced medicine and vaccin- 
ated ever since, the spring of 1825— 
some fifty-eight years—and my expe- 
rience accords with that of my father. 

I was myself vaccinated niue times 
before [ took the disease, and have 
been revaccinated often since, but 
never took the disease a second time ; 
and as I have been exposed, as physi- 
cians generally are, to all stages of the 
disease, with impunity, vaccination 
must have been of some use, and it 
cannot be denied that millions have 
been protected by the same remedy. 
Under the circumstances, therefore, 
the question naturally arises, are we 
to abandon a remedy that promises 
protection from so dreadful a disease 
as small-pox, because some persons 
have suffered and died of diseases that 
more than likely have been caused by 
neglecting the necessary precautions ? 

I am aware that diseases may be 
eommunicated by vaccination. Care-
